RADICALS ARE COLD TO IT 


;Bay Mere Reservations Would Be 
Futile, and Urge Direct Amend- 
ment of Treaty.

WASHINGTON, June 22.—After a 
eonference with Senator Knox today, 
Senator Lodge, Chairman of the Foreign 
Relations. Committee, indicated in a dic- 
tated statement that the fight for Mr. 
Knox’s résolution calling on the Peace 
Conférence to insert a clause in the 
treaty ‘of peace giving the United States 
“and other nations the right to withbold 


had pedi abandoned. 

‘Mr. Lodge stated that the Knox resolu~} 
tion would not. be called up in ‘the Sen- 
ate “at this moment,’ owing to the 
pressure of appropriation legislation. 
He regarded the Knox measure, he said, 
“\as growing stronger daily,’’ because 
of the necessity for amending the 
Leagtie of Nations if it is to be made 
acceptable to the United States. 

Senator Lodge pointed out that the 
urgency for. amendments to the League 
\@ovenant was accentuated by the letter 
iwritten by ex-Senator Elihu Root to 
Senator Lodge in which Mr. Root sug- 
gested that, if the covenant were not 
géparated from the treaty, the Senate 
pass a qualifying resolution to em- 
brace points of objection, including, as 
Mr. Root suggested, the elimination of 
Article X., touching upon the guarantee 
of territorial integrity and political in- 
igependence of member nations. 

Thete is every indication that the 
Peace Treaty will have been signed be- 
‘fore the. appropriation bills. can be 
| gotten out of the way in the Senate. 
| Passage of the Knox resolution after the 
| gigning of the treaty, would be too late 
'to achieve the object aimed at. The an- 
| mouncement of Senator Lodge, following 
| Mr. Root’s letter to him, Was generally 
i(mterpreted as meaning that the fight 
\for the Knox resolution had been 
abandoned. It was construed as mean- 
|ing, as stated in THe New Yorx Times 
this morning, that the Republicans who 
had been supporting the Knox resolution 
and opposing the League of Nations 
‘would for the most part fall into line 
behind the Root plan for a qualifying 
lpesolution. 

Statement by Senator Lodge. 


Senator Lodge’s statement follows: 

*‘T am very strongly in favor of the 
Knox resolution. I think the League 
jand the peace with Germany ought not 
to be interlocked. We ought to be able 
jto ratify the peace with Germany at 
once and then give the proper discussion 
‘to the covenant of the League of 
Nations, which involves the entire future 
ef the country. 

“I should like to bring the Knox res- 
olution to a vote at once, but, after 
consultation with Senator Knox this 
afternoon, I have come to the conclu- 
sion that in the present situation of 
the appropriation bills, and especially 
the Army bill, now before the Senate, 
we-ought not to press the Knox reso- 
ution at this moment, because it will 
lead to debate, and nothing should be 
allowed to interfere with the passage of 
the appropriation bills before. July 1, 
We propose to pass them before. that 
date and shall sit night and day if nec- 
essary to do it. 

“I am more willing to accept this 
postponement because the resolution ig 
growing stronger daily, and the abso- 
lute necessity of amending the League, 
ft it is to be made safe for the United 
Btates and for the cause of peace, has

Gallery of Mirrors at Versailles 
Gets Final Furnishings for Re- 
ception of Plenipotentiaries.

VERSAILLES, June 22, (Associated 
Press.)—Arrangements already have 
begun to take shape at Versailles for 
the signing of the Peace Treaty. Or- 
dera' bave been given to have every- 
thing. in «readiness on Tuesday, al- 
though the ceremony, according to the 


The program of arrangements, so far 
as they have been. settled, was. sub- 
mitted to Premier Clemenceau today, 

The famous Gallery of Mirrors has 
received its final furntshings. ‘The 
carpets have been laid and the orna- 
mental table,.with its eightéénth-cent- 
ury gilt and bronze decorations, has 
been placed in position on the dais 
where the ‘plenipotentiaries will be 


seated. 

Fronting M. Clemenceéau's chair will 
be placed a small table, on which the 
diplomatic instruments will be laid. 
It will be to this table that each rep- 
resentative is called, in alphabetical 
order, to sign his name to the treaty 
and affix to it his Government seal. 
As there are 100 delégates, the cere- 
mony is expected to take at least 
ninety minutes. 

It is as yet uncertain whether. M. 
Clemenceau will make a speech. It is 
considered as not unlikely that the 
Germans will raise a last protest at 
the moment of signing. 

There will be room for 400 invited 
persons at the historic session. They 
will be given places in the left wing 
of the Hall of Mirrors, while the right 
wing will be occupied by about the 
same number of press representatives. 
Sixty seats have been allotted to the 
French press. 

The Court of. Honor has been cleared 
of captured guns. Three regiments of 
infantry and five of cavalry will be 
on duty at the time of the signing 
of the treaty. Republican Guards, in 
gala uniform, will be the guard of 
honor. They will be stationed on the 
grand staircase, by which the pleni- 
potefitiaries enter the hall. 

The final preparations for the sign- 
ing of the treaty will be discussed at 
a meeting at the prefecture here to- 
morrow. French officials are assum- 
ing that acceptance of the allied terms 
by. Germany is certain. 

' Prefect of Police Raux of Paris has 
been assigned to take charge of the 
maintenance of order in Versailles. 
He wilk have a large force of gen- 
darmes az his disposal, in addition to 
the troops, to control the crowds 
which undoubtedly will come to Ver- 
gailles on the day the treaty is signed. 

Only French representatives will be 
entrusted with the arrangements for 
the function, the allied and associated 
delegates being regarded as the 
guests of- France.

LONDON, June 22.—It is, now 
learned that the responsibility for the 
scuttling of the German ships at 
Scapa Flow belongs to the German 
Admiral, von Réeutér. 

He informed the British conimander 
that, believing the armistice termi- 
nated, he ordered the sinking of the 
ships in pursuance of orders given 
early in the war by the former Em- 
peror that no German mian-of-war was 
to be “surrendered. 

Von Reuter-was made prisoner, and 
the remainder of the German crews 
have been interned: 

The following further telegram has 
reached the Admiralty: 

‘* Have found a copy of Reuter’s de- 
tailed orders of recent date for the 
sinking of the ships. 

“There were six Germans killed 
and ten wounded yesterday, owing to 
their refusal to stop when calléd upon 


to do so.’’ 


Explesion Fellows Ship’s Sinking. 

LONDON, Jutie 22, (Associated Press.) 
—Early this morning a violent explosion 
occurred close to the spot where orie of 
the German warships was stink yester- 
day, says a Kirkwall dispatch to the 
Central News. 

A‘huge column of water and much 
débris were thrown up. The single 
German warship which remained an- 
chored last night has gone aground. 

Arthur Pollen, the naval expert, in an 
interview in The Dispatch regarding the 
kinking of the German warships in 
Scapa Flow, acmires the spirit of the 
Germans in sinking their ships rather 
than to allow them to pass into the pos- 
session of their enemie. 

The article in The Dispatch recalls 
that a writer in an evening paper re- 
cently had practically prophesied the de- 
struction of the German ships. The 
writer emphasized the ease of secret- 
ing demolition charges in a modern war- 
ship, adding, ‘‘ Many people in the navy 
believe that the ships left Germany with 
dynamite charges already in position, 
and that when the decision of the Peace 
Conference was announced the Scapa 
Flow would be the~Scene of a big pyro- 
technic display.'*

Council Flatly Refuses

HURRIED SESSIONS HELD 


Allied Army to Advance This 
Evening if Weimar Does 
Not Yield. 


NEW GERMAN ENVOY NAMED 


Haniel von Haimhausen Ap- 
pointed to Conduct Peace Ar- 
| rangements at Versailles. 


PARIS, June 22, (Associated 
Press.)—Communications from. the 
Gérmans to the Council of Five, re- 
lating to the vote of the Assembly at 
Weimar, reached President Wilson 
at 7:45 o’clock this evening and were 
immediately considered by the Coun- 
cil. ; 

The Council received four notes 
from the Germans, which ate: sup- 





bosed to have been prepared -in ad- 
vaneeand held to await advices from | 
Weimar on the result of the meeting 
of the Assembly. President Wilson 
went at*once to the residence of 
Premier Lloyd George, where the 
Gouncil.took up consideration of the 
notes. 

One of these, from the new Ger- 
man Government, declared that Ger- 
many was ready to sign peace if the 
clauses making Germany responsible 
for the war and calling for the trial 
of the former Emperor were elim- 
inated. 

The Council remained in session 
until 8 o’clock in the evening, and 
then adjourned for dinner. The 
Council met again at 9 o’clock and 
after further brief consideration 
took its decision to reject the Ger- 
man request. 

To the four notes sent by the Ger- 
man delegation a single reply was 
handed to Baron von Lersner of the 
German Peace Delegation at 10 
o’clock tonight. 

Von Lersner apparently was on 
the watch for the response, for the 
minute Colonel Henry, master of 
ceremonies at Versailles, arrived 
with the document, von. Lersner was 
on the spot to receive it. 

The note of the Allies stated that 
the time for discussion was past. 

Unless full acquiescence is re- 
ceived from Versailles within twen- 
ty-four hours, it may be expected 
that the advance of the allied armies 
will be resumed. 

Dispatches from Government 
agents and indications generally 
have created the impréssion in con- 
ference circles that the Germans will 
yield. 

Only one of the four notes re- 
ceived dealt with changes demanded 
in the Peace Treaty. The others 
were of an informative character, 
relating to developments leading to 
the request for modifications. ; 

The German Government has ap- 
pointed Dr. Haniel von Haimhausen 
-|of the Peace Delegation to conduct 
the peace arrangements at Ver- 
sailles. 

It is understood that the Allies in- 
sist on absolutely unconditional ac- 
ceptance of the terms, failing which, 
their armies will begin to advance 
Monday evening. 

Advices from Weimar received by 
the American delegation this after- 
noon were to the effect that, no mat- 
ter what the allied reply might be, 
the treaty would be signed.

Text of the German Note to the Council of Four ‘ 


Stating That They Will Sign with Reservations 





PARIS, June 22.—The German note, in which 
Germany agrées to sign the treaty, with two reser- 
vations, was rectived by the President of the Peace 
Conference at 5 o’clovk this evening. Th’ reply of 
the Allies, throigh the Council of Four, was trans- 
mitted to the German plenipoteitiaries at Ver- 
sailles. 

The German note follows, béing dated at- Ver- 
saillegs June 22, and addressed to M. Clemen- 
ceau: 

‘The Imperial Minister of Foreign Affairs has 
instructed me to communicate the following to 
Your Excellency: 

*‘ The Government of the German Republic 
has from the moment when the peace conditions 
of the allied and associated governments were 
matie known ‘to it let no doubt. exist as to -the 
fact that the Government, in harmony with the 
whole German ‘people, must régard these condi- 
tions as being in sharp contradietion to the prin- 
ciple which was acceptéd by the allied and asso- 
ciated powers. on the one hand; and Germany on 
the other, as being binding in acoordance with 
the laws of nations for the peate before the 
conclusion of the armistice. 

** Relying upon this principle-of justice, which 
was agreed upon between the parties to the nego- 
tiations, and assistéd by a clear exposition of con- 
diticns in Germany, the Government has left no 
stone unturned in order to arrive at a direct verbal 
exchange of opinions and thus obtain some mitiza- 
tion of the unbearably harsh conditions, which 
might render it possible for the Government of the 
German Republic to sign the treaty of peace with- 
out reservations and to guarantee its execution. , 


‘* These endeavors of the Governmént of the 
German Republic, which were undertaken in the 
interest of the peace of the world and the recon- 
ciliation of peoples, have failed owing to rigorous 
insistence on the conditions of peace.

The Govern- 
ment can only hope for suppoft through the con- 
sciénce of mankind, No people, includihg those of 
the allied and associated powers, could expect the 
German people to agree with thorough conviction 
to an instrument of péace whereby living mém- 
bers of the very body of the German peoplé are 
to be cut off without consultation of the popula- 
tions concerned, whereby thé dignity of the Ger- 
man State is to be permanently impgired, and 
, whereby unendurable economic and financial bur- 
dens are to be laid upon the German people. 

“The German Government has received pas- 
sionate expressions of opinion from the population 
in the districts to be cut off ih the Hast, to the 
effect that they will’ oppose themselves to the 


separation of these districts, which have for the | 


greater part been German for many centuries, by 


all means they possess. The German Government, . 
therefore, finds itself compelled to décline all re- 


sponsibility for any difficulty which may result 
from the résistance of the inhabitants against 
their separation from Germany.

Germany gave back her enemies’ prison- 
ers of war within two months.

Peremptory Reply of the Allies. 


PARIS, June 22, (Associated Press.)—The re- 
ply to the German Delegation said: 

‘“* The present note of the German Delegation 
presents no arguments or considerations not al- 
ready examined. ‘The allied and associated Gov- 
ernments, therefore, feel igs amare to say that 
the time for discussion is past. 

“They can accept or eahibbideies no quali- 


fication or reservation and must require of the 
German representatives an unequivocal decision 
as to their purposes to sign and accept as a whole, 
or not to sign and accept the treaty as finally 
formulated. 

‘* After the signature the allied and associated 
powérs must hold Germany responsible for the ex- 
ecution of every stipulation of the treaty.’’

Marshal Foch Issues Drastic Orders to the Allied Forces; 
Houses From Which Shots Come Will Be Burned Immediately 





COBLENZ, June 21.—Marshal Foch 
has moved ‘his headquarters.to Kroés- 
nach, south of Bingen, wheérice he 
will direct the allied march into Ger- 
many should the Germans fail to sign 
the peace terms. ‘The Marshal has pre- 
pared for circulation among the Ger- 
mans in the event of a forward move- 
ment a proclamation warning them 
against interference with the allied sol- 
diers and setting forth punishments for 
sniping and other acts agaifiat our 
troops. The proclamation reads as fol- 
lows: 

“Order to the civil population: 

“‘ Allies entering into German. terti- 
tory will respect persons and property 
and will enable the German population 
to carry on their qrdfnary business, pro- 
vided the safety, movement, billets, and 
supplies of the allied armies are fully 
guaranteed. . 

‘All the personnel of the public ad- 
ministration must remain at their posts 
arid continue to carry out their duties 
under the control of the allied armies, 

“Any infraction of these orders will 
be punished in accordance with mill- 
tary regulations. 

“All persons guilty of any hostility | t

He added that thanks were also due 
to the members of the German Peace 
Delegation. 

The Premier said: that the resig- 
‘nation of the Scheidemann Cabinet 
was due to lack of a unitéd front 
with regard to the draft of the peace 
terms, on which the Cabinet. views 
were sharply divided.

“To every one of us who belonged 
to the former Government,” said 
Herr Bauer, “(it was_a bitter and 
hard fight between indignation and 
cool reflection.

He is 
rated as a long-headed, conservative 
Secialist, who is reputed to have as 
much influence with the workingmen 
as Karl Legien, head of the German 
Trades Union Confederation. He was 
originally the choice of ‘the Socialist 
groups. 


BEREIN, June 21, (Associated 
Press.)—-Gustav Adolf Bauer, who suc- 
ceeds Philipp Scheidemann as Premier, 
is Second Chairman of the General 
Commission of the Federation of Labor 
Unions. He was elected to the Reichs-, 
tag in 1915. from Breslau and ap- 
pointed Minister of Labor under Prince 
Max last October. He is an authority 
om labor -legislation and workers’ in- 
surance. He is a member of the Na- 
tional Assembly and was born in 1870. 

The new Cabinet is regarded as 
purely transitional. The failure of 
von Bernstorff to accept the Foreign 
Ministry is ascribed in Berlin mainly 
to fear in official circles tnat his in- 
cumbency might provoke hostile com- 
ment in the United States. It is also 
reported that -the Democrats informed 
him. that acceptance would be equiva- 
lent. to his retirement frum the party. 

Mr. .Mueller, one of the “younger 
forces of the majority parties, is 
wholly. a: newcomer in the arena: of 
diplomacy. His only experience. in 
this respect was gained*in-the recent 
Socialist conference at Berne, «where 
he creditably represented the Schelde- 
mann faction. 


LONDON, June 22.—Commenting on

“The .growth of the revolutionary 
movement ‘Among* the -proletariat of all 
countries has called forth strenuous ef- 
forts on the paft of the bourgeois and 
their agents employed in workers’ or- 
ganizations, to find ideal political argu- 
ments. in defense of the dominion of the 
extortioners. One argument in partic- 
vlar advocates the abolition of the dic- 
tatorship and the defense of démocracy.

'** Above all, this argument acts on the 
ideas of the ‘supreme democracy,’ the 
‘supreme dictatorship,’ without inquir- 
ing what class is referred to. . Such 
argument being outside, or above, the 
standpoint of class, and put forward as 
the .accepted. standpoint of the whole‘ 
nation in question, is a direct insult to 
the principles of socialism, namely, the 
doctrine of ‘class war,’ which, though 
recognized -verbally, is_forgotten in ac- 
tion “by the. Socialists who have gone 
over to the bourgeois camp. For in none 
of the capitalist countries does there 
exist a ‘ supreme democracy,’ but only 
a bourgeois democracy. 

“History teaches us that no oppressed 
class has ever yet come into power, or 
could .do. 80, without. going through a 
period of dictatorship—that is) the con- 
quest of political power, and the forcible 
suppression. of the most. desperate, 
furious, and ruthless resistance always 
offered by.the! éxtortioners. The bour- 
geéoisie, whose dominion is now cham- 
pioned . by Socialists who are against the

ing ‘masses by a handful of capitalists. 
Among: those who now uplift their voice 
against. dictatorship and throw them- 
selves‘in-the breach for democracy, there 
ia not a single revolutionary, nor a single 
Marxist, who. has not solemnly sworn to 
the -workmen, that he recognized that 
fundamental ‘truth of socialism.

In manner and 
speech he is directness and simplicity it- 
self and a man of the people. 

His rich, idiomatic Russian, with: its 
slow, gentle intonations, is quite dis- 
tinct from the language of, the in- 
telligentsia of the Russian aristocracy. 
His big, brown eyes light up suddenly 
under, bushy eyebrows, with his kindly 
humorous smile, and give one the im- 


pression of a nature. rich, generous 
brave, and absolutely straightforward. 


This is the man who, after the Korni- 
loff affair of 1917, was arrested by order 
of the Provisional Government in Berdi- 
cheff and brutally insulted cnd spat 
upon by hordes of demoralized soldiers 
who, with Alexjeff and Korniloff, led 
that forlorn and desperate struggle in 
the steppes, and who, not very long ago, 
at the head of his troops advanced in 
pursuit of the Reds over a _ burning 
bridge at Torgovaya. 

I heard it asserted in London’ ‘that 
Denikin was a reactionary.. No appel- 
lation could be more inept. He is a 
man, a patriot, and a soldier, moved 
by single-minded devotion to Russia. 
He is unversed in political affairs, but 
progressive in his ideas, and is fight- 
ing a hard and clean battle against 
the most treacherous and most un- 
scrupulous enemy that ever devastated 
the territory and soul of a great nation. 

We talked of many things, but™I 
should like particularly to note the 
warm appreciation with which Denikin 
spoke of the present British ‘policy to- 
ward Russia. Again and again “he 
said it is so wise and so generous thidt 
it will not be forgotten for generations, 
and will have great effects in the world 
policy and the world markets. 

Of the recent successes of his army 
he spoke without elation but with quiet 
satisfaction. He dwelt, too, on his re- 
cently announced agrarian and’ labor 
reforms, to which he evidently attached 
great importance. 

The military position continues to im- 

prove daily. .In three weeks: the vol- 
ufiteer army has trebled “its térrftory. 
Only three weeks ‘ago. guns could _be 
heard at Novocherkask and Red patrols 
were. within. twenty milés ‘of tha. 
Since then along the whole front tron! 
the Caspian to the Sea of Azov four Red 
armies have been thoroughly defeated 
and lost half their number and are still 
retreating. Denikin’s forces captured 
22,000 prisoners, 150 guns, 350 ‘machine |’ 
guns, 4 armored trains, and an im- 
mense quantity of other booty. 

Along the Tsaritsin Railway General 
Wrangel’s force of Kuban and Terek 
Cossacks and Kabardine cavalry “have 
in nineteen days covered two-thirds of 
the distance from Torgovaya to..Tsar- |. 
itsin, and are now within seventy: miles. 
of that important Volga town, driving 
before them the routed and demoralized 
enemy. 

In the Don territory the energetic 
northward push of the Don Cossacks 
will very soon entirely have freed the 
Don from the Red forces. 

Almost more remarkable is the rapid 
westward moyement into the Ekaterino- 
slav Government, where, largely through 
the action of tanks and the daring raids 
of General Shkuro’s horsemen, . the 
Donetz Basin has been conquered, and 
the Reds are retiring with such speed 
that if continued it would threater the 
early fall of Kharkoff and Ekaterino- 
slav.

As for de Valera hjmseif, he will 
emerge today from the shadows and 
silences that have enshrouded him since 
he’ came into America somehow, some- 
time, and at 5:80 o’clock, **‘ on the dot,’’ 
will step into the Presidential suite at 
the Waldorf to greet his fricnds and tell 
the world the prospects for Irish free- 
dom, according to Boland. 

In expectation of the coming of the 
Irish leader, a meeting was held last 
night in the Astor Gallery of the hotel 
by the Friends of Irish Freedom for the 
purpose of making final arrangements 
for his reception. The report that steps 
might be takén to deport de Valera and 
Boland weré laughed at, since he is a 
native-born American, his friends as- 
serted. 

All day yesterday, 
remained hidden and there was no 
abatement of the mystery’ that sur- 
rounded his whereabouts. In fact, the 
secret became a greater secret, since 
even Boland professed yesterday that 
he didn't know where his chief was. 
The member of Parliament for Sotth 
Roscommon did, however, express his 
belief that de Valera wasn’t “‘in New 
York, or Philadelphia, or three miles or 
five miles from here—the Waldorf.’’ He 
Suid *‘ the President '’ wished to remain 
in seclusion until he had finished a 
stateinent which he was to isfue to- 
morrow night.

PARIS, June 22.—The American Com- 
mission for Irish Independence, now in 
Paris, has addressed the following. let- 
ter to the American Commission to 
Negotiate Peace: 

“Gentlemen: We beg to advise you 
the Américan Federation of Labor, at 
its national annual session, being held 
in Atlantic City, by unanimous vote 
adopted a resolution urging international 
recognition of the republican form of 
government now existing in Ireland and 
urging the Peace Conference to give a 
hearing to President De Valera, Arthur 
Griffith, and Count George Noble Plun- 
kett on the case of Ireland.

LONDON, June 22.—J. R. “Clynes, 
Labor M. P. for Manchester, who was 
Food Controller in 1917 and 1918, pub- 
lishes an article in The Daily News on 
the new food situation and the menace 
of trusts in causing advances in prices. 
He’ says: 

‘Fifteen months ago the Government 
created a committee to Inquire into the 
doings of trusts in relation to many 
articles besides food. The committee 
has just reported. It finds<there is in 
every important branch of industry in 
the United Kingdom ‘an increased ten- 
dency to the formation of combinations 
and associations in trade ‘having for 
their purpose the restriction ‘of competi- 
tion and control of prices.’ 

‘This committee, reporting in rela- 
tion ‘to the American meat trust, states 
that ‘the menace of this concentrated 
control of the nation’s food is increased 
by the fact that five corporations and 
their 500 and. odd subsidiary controlled 
and affiliated companies are bound to- 
gether by joint ownership agreements, 
understandings, communities of interaat, 
and family relationships.’ 

‘Mr. McCurdy, M. P., Chairman of 
the committee, speaking recently as Par- 
liamentary Secretary to the Food Min- 
istry and referring to his discoveries on 
the committee, told us of the extraor- 
dinary way in which, during the war, 
the growth of trusts and trade combina- 
tions, which was extending at a rapid 
rate before the war, had been accele- 
ratéd. 

***T realized,’ he says, *“ what a real 
menace to the interests of consumers 

nd producers alike in all parts of the 
world were the operations of such syn- 
dicates as that which practically con- | 
trols the production, distribution, and 
sale of meat and of food products in the!

Dr.’ Gilbert Reid, who had. lived in 
China for thirty-seven years, and dur-, 
ing @ large portion of this time had 
served as head of the International In- 
stitute, declared yesterday at the Young 
Men’s Christian Association, at 215 
West Twenty-third Street; that if he 
were a Chinese delegate at the peace 
table he would not. sign. the.. treaty, 
“even though Germany can do nothing 
else, and if I signed, I would not sign 
with reservations, but with an emphatic 
protest.’’ While in China Dr. Reid says 
he came. into conflict with the plans of 
the British and French Governments. 
He says he was not protected by Amer- 
ica; but, yielding to a request of the 
Chinese, this country allowed him to be 
deported to Manila for the duration of 
the war. He returned to the United 
States a year ago. 

“The treatment China has received 
for a century is a blot on Wigstern civi- 
lization,’’ said Dr. Reid: . ‘‘'The way her 
reasonable requests have been turned 
down' by the Big Three—Wilson, Lioyd 
George and ‘Clemenceau—representing 
three democratic peoples, is not only a 
disappointment to the 400,000,000 of Chi- 
hese, but isa blow to the qualities of 
justice, generosity, love of, freedom, be- 
lief tm seif-determination, devotion to 

e interests of weak nations; and gen- 

consistency and moral courage, 
which have been so loudly professed as 
the special possession of the ‘group ar- 
rayed against the Central Powers. 

“* Japan is being severely blamed these 
days, but other nations, even the United 
blame. must take their share of the 

‘As bétween Japan and. Western na- 
tions, Japan has spécial interests in 
China, but as between China and Japan, 
China alone has special interests in 
China, as Japan has them in Japan. 

““What I object’ to is the ease with 
which men condemn the action of Japan 
and yet would sign a treaty allowing 
to Japan all that she’ demands. This 
treaty business thus becomes a glaring 
exhibition of condoning wrohg: _Even 
the Chinese delegates are bei advised 
to stultify themselves by“signing their 
ewn doom in’ the vain hope that the 

e of Nations, having ~begun 
Wren, will be able to make amends 
ater. . 


China’s Rights Thrust Aside. 


“The, way China's rights have been 
thrust aside is enough to condemn the 
And the treaty, be it remem- 
bered, is the first fruits of the covenant 
of the League of Nations. I regard the 
League of Nations in its present form 
as far below the standard of President 
Wilson’s announced principles — princi- 
ples which the enemy nations had to 
accept before armistice was granted; 
and I regard the treaty of peace as far 
below the covenant of the League of 
Nations. The way China has been 
treated is enough to convince all lovers 
ef justice that they should have no part 
in-either treaty or league until. brought 
into accord with justice. They both 
need tobe modified. 

“The most important section relating 
to China does not eyen mention China. 


A visitor from... Mars—Mars_ in the 
heavens or Mars in Europe—reading this 


document, would not suppose that China ' 


had any existence. Germany and Japan 
are the only countries’ mentioned. There 
are two .main. features in the arravge-

Government and People Seek 
to Evade War’s Penalty. 


MISLED BY THEIR PASTORS 


He* Declares Ministers Counseled 
_ Accepting Terms the Nation Had 
No. Intention to Fulfill. : 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, June 22.—/Thode who 
have. visited Germany recently and ob- 
setved the servility of the’ German peo- 
ple toward Americans and learned some- 
thing. of their present morale are not 
surprised at the sinking of the German 
interned at Scapa Flow. 
Representatives M.- Clyde Kelley of 
Pennsylvania and W. Frank, James of 
Michigan recently returned from a trip 
‘which took them into Germany and the 
occupied area. 

Mr. Kelley said that he had seen 
enough and heard sufficient in Ger- 
many to convince him that there was 
no difference between the German peo- 
ple. and the. German Government. 
Everywhere, he said, there was.con- 
vincing evidence of moral bankruptcy, 
while industrially the country was pre- 
Pared to resume her activity and. take 
her place in the front rank so far as 
ability to produce is concerned. 

“When I was told by reliable per- 
sons that many ministers in Germany 
were counseling the acceptance of the 
treaty, and, at the same time, telling 
their flocks that the keeping of it was a 
different thing, I cannot see that the 
war has changed the. Germans,"’ said 


Mr. Kelley. ‘It is just such counsel 
as this, and the assumed servility of 
the Germans toward Americans, that 
makes it necessary to enforce a severe 
indemnity upon Germany. 

‘“The.sinking of the German battle- 
ships—the property of the Allies—is only 
an outgrowth of immoral ‘teachings from 
the pulpit and the press of Germany to- 
day. And I do not hesitate to say that 
this same German influence operating 
now will become stronger after peace is 
signed, with the result that the League 
ot Nations will be kept busy enforcing 
the peace terms. When officers, pulpit, 
and press are intellectually dishonest, 
nothing better can be expected."’ 

** No one can put into words the con- 
trast between France and Germany to- 
day,’’ continued Mr. Kelley, in contrast- 
ing the conditions in France with Ger: 
many. ‘On one side of the boundary 
is desolation supreme, on the other is 
prosperity and absolute ignorance of the | 
horrors of war. 

“If President Wilson and, the mem- 
bers of the Peace Conference would | 
travel, as I did, through France and! 
Germany there would %e no doubt or |} 
delay in fixing the indemnity which | 
Germany must pay. They would simply | 
figure the cost of the war into which | 
Germany plunged the world ‘and pre- 
sent the bill for payment. Germany 
can pay, and only by paying will she 
ever realize what the war has really 
meant. 

“For days I went through that great 
territory in France which has been dev- 
astated into a desert. Once prosperous 
towns and cities have disappeared: the 
very soil itself has been destroyed. The 
country is one vast cemetery. 

went through Belleau Wood, 
where the marines won undying fame; 
Chateau-Thierry, ‘where last Summer 1 
saw the 28th Division blast its way 
through machine gun nests; Sergy, 
Ville-en-Tardenois, Fismes, Soissons, 
Rheinis, Morftfalcon, Varenne, Verdun, 
San Mihiel. I went through the Ar- 
gonne Forest, where Americans stormed 
impregnable positions and sent the Ger- 
mans ck n rout.
